Four years ago we, the class of 
’36, made our first appearance as 
freshmen at the West Entrance of 
St. Teresa’s Academy. How new and 
exciting those first days and months 
were for our group of forty-six. 

Little did we realize the happy 
days we were to spend together, 
working and playing. We regis- 
tered September 16, 1932, and began 
classes the next day. Sister Eustachia 
was our moderator. Because of the 
number, our class was divided into 
an A and a B section. 

The freshmen as well as other 
students journeyed to Jefferson City 
January 18, 1933. We spent a very 
enjoyable day there. I wonder if 
we will ever forget the rain we en- 
countered just before we reached the 
railroad station and the turkey dinner 
we had on the train. 

After several months studying, we 
had our first taste of mid-year ex- 
aminations. They began January 28. 
We have mournfully experienced a 
recurrence of the examinations each 
year. 

Our first retreat was conducted by 
Rev. William If. Puetter, S. J. We 
were quite impressed by the beauty 
of the event, neverthless, we found 
it very hard to keep silence. 

During this school term Mother 
Marietta was president. We were 
soon promoted from the freshman 
class and received as the largest 
sophomore class with 38 attending. 
The sophomores found this year more 
active. We entertained the freshmen 
with a “kid party” October 30 in 
the gymnasium. The purpose was 
to become better acquainted with the 
freshmen. Sister Annetta was our 
moderator. The first bazaar held at 
St. Teresa’s took place November 27 
in the gymnasium. The sophomores 
had charge of the grocery booth and 
their salesmanship proved a great 
booster towards our final quota. 

Rev. William P. Manion, S. J., gave 
a retreat beginning March 25. After 
examinations had come and gone we 
found ourselves nearing a second- 
year term. We had reached the half- 
way mark on our journey. 

September 12, 1934, was the open- 
ing date of our third year. Sister 
Ignatia was our junior moderator. 
The second annual bazaar was held 
November 26. On March 5 we enter- 
tained with a benefit card party, the 
proceeds of which helped to increase 
our fund for the Junior-Senior Prom. 
After the bridge game, an all-class 
entertainment was presented. 

During the same month the third 
year class gave a one-act playlet, an 
Apparition at Lourdes. 

April 15-17 Rev. C. W. Clark, S. J., 
conducted the retreat. 

The seniors were the guests at a 
prom given by the juniors May 17, at 
the Mission Hills Country Club. 

The entire school enjoyed a picnic 
on June 3 at Swope Park. This ac- 
tivity marked for us the end of an- 
other school term. The following 
September 11 we were ready to begin 
classes and to maintain our high 
class record with thirty-seven regis- 
tered. 

The Silver Jubilee of St. Teresa’s 
present location was celebrated Octo- 
ber 19 and 20. A pageant commem- 
orating the growth of St. Teresa 
was staged in the auditorium. The 
Silver Jubilee bazaar occurred No- 
vember 25. 

February 24, 1936, tho seniors gave 
a three-act comedy, “Sammy.” 

Rev. T. S. Bowdern, S. J., was re- 
treat master during our last year, 
April 6 to 8. 

The entire graduating class of 
the academy were guests of the Col- 
lege Student Council at a dance May 
20 at Hillcrest Country Club. 

A two-act farce, entitled “The Man 
Who Married a Dumb Wife,” was tho 
second senior play, May 22. The 
following day the seniors were guests 
of the alumnae and were formally re- 
ceived into the alumnae associaiton. 
As a final social event the seniors 



feted themselves with a banquet at 
Kansas City Club, May 28. Sister 
Pachomia was our moderator and 
worked hard to make our final year 
a success. This resume brings us to 
graduation time and the end of high 
school. We have spent these past 
years in happy companionship and 
now we regretfully relinquish our 
places to make way for others. 

We have come to the crossroads of 
life. Our decision as to which road 
to follow will bear more weight 
now than four years ago. Each one 
of us wishes the other unbounded 
happiness and success in her under- 
takings. We only hope that no matter 
how far we may travel, or how dis- 
tant the years, our fondest memor- 
ies may be of happy high school days 
spent at St. Teresa’s, our beloved 
Alma Mater.
